Detailed Action 

This is the third Office Action corresponding to communication filed May 17, 2005. The 
application contains 21 claims. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 
Claims 1 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tomero (Pat No 4,720,068) in view of Huh et al. (2004/0124570). 
The patent to Tomero discloses a typical height adjustable chair, comprising pedestal 
assembly defined by a first pedestal member (33), a second pedestal member (1) 
telescopically received within the first pedestal member, pneumatic cylinder (13) 
coupling the two pedestal members for telescoping adjustment between them, and an 
actuator switch (32). 

The reference to Huh et al. shows a cylinder comprising a switch, activated by a cable 
(13), and movable in a horizontal direction. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have made the cylinder shown by Tomero as the cylinder shown by Huh et al. to 
facilitate the operation of the device. The device shown by Huh et al. shows the pulling 
cable activated by a button but states that any other cable pulling means can be used. 
One of the possible pulling means may be a pivotally attached handle. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10, and 16-21 are allowed. 



Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Golynsky et al. (5,683,139) shows another device of ioterest, 
using a pivotally attached handle.
